Carries Greentree Stable Silks to 
Victory in Inaugural Handicap. 

Chilhowee’s Chances Ruined By 
Being Unprepared at Start 
— Good Attendance. 



L.ATONIA, Ky.. June 3. — ^The Greentree 
Stable had the distinction of annexing the 
first stake fixture of the Latonia meeting 
when Moonraker, ably ridden by J. Corcoran, 
won in hollow style from Audacious, with 
Glide in third place and Chilhowee fourth. 
There were only six starters, thirteen of the 
original nineteen in the overnight entries 
declining the issue. Moonraker’s share of the 
stakes amounted to $5,720 net. Audacious 
received $800, Glide $400 and Chilhowee $120. 
Moonraker’s victory was somewhat of a sur- 
prise. He was coupled with Rinkey and came 
in for some attention, but his most ardent 
supporter did not dream that he would win 
as easily as he did. 

The start found Chilhowee unprepared and 
he was away in the wake of the others, with 
Moonraker off in full stride and quickly tak- 
ing command by a wide margin. Chilhowee 
was rushed at an exhaustive pace and fol- 
lowed Moonraker closest, wuth Audacious next 
and Glide far out of it. Chilhowee made a 
determined effort to go into the lead just 
before rounding into the stretch, but his 
earlier efforts caused him to fail badly. 
Moonraker, continuing with steady stride, 
drew out in the last eighth after Chilhowee 
began weakening and had the race won in 
the last sixteenth. Audacious raced gamely 
under his heavy impost, but was steadily 
giving way to Glide's determined bid. He 
held on long enough, however, to retain sec- 
ond place. 

A sudden change in weather follo;ved by 
a terrific rain and cold atmosphere detracted 
much from the opening of Latonia meeting 
in addition to causing a heavy track with 
the usual result, many withdrawals. 

CLUB HOUSE CBOWDED. 

Considering the unpropitions conditions, a 
remarkable big attendance was on hand to 
view the sport. The club patronage was 
particularly extensive and comprised some of 
the more representative citizens of the com- 
munity. They took a keen interest in the 
racing and attending incidents unmindful of 
any discomforts as a result of the rain. 

Favorable conditions had prevailed during 
the earlier morning hours when clear skies 
and the fast track gave every promise of a 
splendid opening. The sudden change and 
absence of some of the better class starters 
from some of the races entailed confusion for 
most of the public, who were not overly suc- 
cessful in their quest to locate winners. 

Jefferson Livingrston’s George de Mar, 
which has been racing consistently but un- 
luckily at Churchill Downs, found the addi- 
tional sixteenth to his advantage and em- 
erged from the maiden ranks when he came 
home in advance of Kublai Khan in the sec- 
ond race, reduced to five starters. George 
de Mar had to be best to win. He was forced 
back sharply when Kublai Khan came over 
closely at the first turn. He had to race wide 
at the stretch turn, but moved up deter- 
minedly and when Kublai Khan began tiring 
slightly headed him. Son of Tromp, after a 
slow beginning, wore down the others for 
third place. George de Mar was favorite and 
extensively supported. 

OPULENT LEFT AT BARRIER. 

The public began badly when Opulent, fa- 
vorite in the inaugural race, was left stand- 
ing at the barrier. He was ridden by Ellis 
and that rider’s lack of alertness contributed 
to his being left. Wrangler, an outsider, 
and Countess had an advantage at the start, 
but Countess was quickly relegated. Wran- 
gler moved into a good lead and held sway 
for the entire way. There might have been 
a reversal of the finish had a strong rider 
been on Quesada. Merimee took the latter 
wide fcr most of the way and he was of little 
help to him in the final drive. Sway raced 
well to outstay Tan Son in the last eighth. 

Certain began tardily, but after settling in 
after a lay-off since his repeated victories 
in New Orleans, added another bracket to 
his account when he won in the third race, 
beating several speedy ones, included Glyn 
and Dust Flower.

Diophon Remains Favorite as Tom Pinch Recedes 
Still Further in Wagering — Experts Like Lord 
Derby^s San Sovino — All Attendance Records 
May Be Shattered, Though Weather 
Forecasts Are Far from Favorable

j London, England, June 3. — Twenty-eight three-year-old colts, the pick of England’s and 
France’s thoroughbreds of that age, are expected to face the barrier at Epsom Downs tomorrow 
afternoon in the one hundred and forty-first renewal of the Epsom Derby, the most famous 
race in the world. Weather conditions are far from promising. Overcast skies, with a threat of 
rain and a heavy course are in prospect. 

In spite of this, however, the annual pilgrimage of English racing enthusiasts and the 
public in general to the local course is already well under way. Transportation facilities from 
all parts of the United Kingdom are taxed to capacity and housing accommodations in the 
vicinity of Epsom are hopelessly inadequate. The great number of foreign visitors in London 
for the British Empire Exhibition at Wembley are expected to swell the usual Derby crowd. 
King George V. will be represented in the race only by Resinato, as the other Royal candi- 
date, Knight of the Garter, was scratched at noon today when it became apparent that he 
could not be relieved of the boils on his leg sufficiently to permit him to start. 

Prince Aga Khan’s Diophon holds his position as favorite at 6 to 1 on the eve of the 
race. Lord Woolavington’s Tom Pinch has receded stiU further in the betting and is now at 
8 to 1. Lord Derby’s San Sovino, which is favored by the experts to win the event, is at 10 
to 1; Lord Astor’s St. Germans is at 100 to 7; the same owner’s Bright Knight at 100 to 8; 
A. Barclay Walker’s Wood End at 18 to 1 ; SomerviUe Tattersall’s Hurstwood. Aga Khan’s 
Salmont Trout, Lord Rosebery’s Parmenio and Benjamin Irish’s Dawson City at 22 to 1; Sir 
Edward Hulton’s Spalpeen and A. de Rothschild’s Tippler at 33 to 1, and J. Leonard Replogls’s 
Optimist, Sol Joel’s Polyphonies and J. B. Joel’s Defiance at 40 to 1. The others in the field 
range from 50 to 1 to 100 to 1. 

There was a huge crowd at Epsom Downs this afternoon. The racing was featured by 
the Woodcote Stakes, which was won by Iron Mask, a son of Juggernaut and Fer.

Parke, who was the riding sensation in 
Kentucky last fall and leader in winning 
mounts for 1*23 and later leading rider of 
the winter season at New Orleans, is still in 
his teens and a resident bf Delco, Idaho. He 
is under contract to Harry Payne Whitney. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., June 3. — Joseph A.

Handicap at Belmont Park. 

J. E. Davis’ Relentless Triumphs 
Over Rancocas’ Outline After 
Hard Stretch Battle. 



NEW YORK. N. T.. June 3.— Relentless, 
bearing the silks of Joseph E. Davis, was 
winner of the Bodies Handicap at Belmont 
Park today after a snew-straining stretch 
battle with the Rancct?as Stable’s Outline. 
Three lengths further away Willis Sharpe 
Kilmer’s Sun Ayr W’as third, beating the 
Blair Stud’s Priscilla Ruley for that part of 
the prize. 

It was a good day of sport that was furn- 
ished by the Westchester Association and 
there were several close finishes to give the 
real racing thrill. The crowd W’as of goodly 
proportions and while the day w’as cloudy 
the conditions were excellent for the sport. 

Parasol played an important part in the 
defeat of Outline. The Rancocas Stable fill.v' 
went out to set the pace, but Kummer kept 
Para.sol right at her throatlatch, wdiile 
Salacia, the second in the Widener string, 
w’as in third place, with the others of the 
field in fairly close attendance. 

It was not until the stretch was reached 
that Outline finally shook off Parasol, and 
as she did she jumped clear cf her company 
and, swinging over to the rail, looked all 
over a winner. She continued to hold her 
advantage to the last eighth mark, but her 
racing with Parasol began to tell on her 
there and the others closed slightly. In the 
last eighth Fator was forced to go to a 
drive, but Relentless continued to close on 
the outside, and wearing her down stride by 
stride, had a head advantage at the finish. 
Sun Ayr finished with an excellent burst of 
speed to take third, and Priscilla Ruley was 
also going well, but they were both well 
back of the first two, while Lady Belle was 
fifth. 

FATOR AT FAULT. 

Parasol, after contributing so materially 
to the defeat of Outline, finished among the 
trailers and it surely appeared that if Fator 
had avoided that early pace he would have 
obtained better results with his mount It 
w’as his second bad ride of the day, for ho 
was plainly on the best horse when he rode 
Eaglet, but was beaten by IMough Boy. 

It was a first-class contest that came out 
of the short course steeplechase w'hen C’ara- 
binier, from Julius Fleischmann’s Middle 
Neck Farm, was again a winner. This time 
he gave an excellent performance to out- 
game Joseph E. Widener’s Loyterer, while 
the Greentree Stable’s Pirate Gold, showring 
improvement of form, took third from the 
Oakridge Stable’s Black Fox. 

The start wa.s good and the Greentree 
Stable pair were first to show the way, with 
St. l.Awrence not far away and Loyterer a 
close fourth and saving ground on the inside. 
McNair was rating Carabinier far back of 
the pace and he w’as lengths away over the 
first three fences. He really did not begin 
to make up ground until the water was 
reached, but he was fencing faultlessly and 
j gained ground at each obstacle. 

At the lower end of the field A1 Fre.sco 
■ dropped back, while I.,oyterer and Pirate 
Gold drew away into a good lead. St. l^w- 
rence was beginning to weaken and at the 
same time Carabinier w’as moving up rapidly 
until in the back field he had reached a con- 
tending position. 

Through the back field Carabinier con- 
tinued to close until he was well lapped on 
both loyterer and Pirate Gold. As the im- 
ported horse came alongside. Mergler shook 
up I^oyterer and he responded in a fashion 
that enabled him to hold the lead. I’irate 
Gold also went along gamely for a time, but 
Carabinier continued to gallop strongly on 
the outside and Pirate Gold faltered. 

UNAVOIDABLE BUMPING. 

Swinging for home Mergler went to the 
w'hip and there wa.s a bit of bumping that 
W’as unavoidable and Carabinier was knocked 
off his stride. He quickly recovered and at 
the last fence he was showing the way to the 
Widener jumper, but they were closely lap- 
ped. In the short run home McNair rode 
Carabinier out smartly to have him winner 
by something more than tw’o lengths. Loy- 
terer was eight lengths before the tiring 
Pirate Gold and Black Fox w’as well beaten 
in fourth place. 

There was plenty of excitement in the 
mile for three-year-olds when four horses 
came charging through the final sixteenth 
with any one of them the possible winner.

What with Pierre Wertheimer’s Epinard 
being beaten and going lame it does not look 
any too bright for his being as much of a draw- 
ing card as was expected when he was invited 
to come to this country for new laurels. Of 
course, there still remains ample time for him 
to regain his form before he has to Hll hb 
American engagements and the report of hb 
recent lameness b that it is trivial and will 
hardly halt hb training. 

In hb most recent race the erstwhile French 
champion impressed many as not being as 
good a race horse as he was last 3 rear and that 
may be the fact. But it b a question if Zev 
b as good a horse thb year as he was when 
he well nigh swept all before him last year. 

In Memoriam has had hb mi^aps and the 
other American horses of the handicap division 
have had their troubles. All of thb would 
tend to show that Epinard b not yet beaten 
and, while he has lost on two occasions, it 
must be admitted that he raced brilliantly. 
It b to be hoped that Eugene Lei^ has the 
great four-year-old back to hb top form 
before long and that he b able to wipe out 
hb defeats before the time arrives for hb 
shipment to thb country. 

Latonia the beautiful opens its gates Tuesday 
for its long meeting and the Kentucky Jockey 
Club b to be congratulated on the opening. 
There are few courses in thb or any other 
country more beautiful than Latonia and every 
care has been taken for the comfort and con- 
venience of its patrons. 

For the meeting, which b to continue until 
July 5, the book b a particularly attractive one, 
with an abundance of good horses and good 
jockeys on hand, there b every reason to look 
forward to a banner meeting. Of course, the 
big feature of the meeting b the $25,000 added 
Latonia Derby. Thb b run over the legitimate 
Derby course of a mile and a half and it 
was closed with 135 nominations. It b to be 
decided June 28 and will be another occasion 
for an eastern invasion of Kentucky. 

Mrs. R. M. Hoots' Black Gold, winner of 
the Kentucky Derby, b one of the eligible 
list, as are most of those that took part in 
that memorable strug^ at Churdiili Downs. 
Then, as usual, there will be the usual rivalry 
between the East and the West and it b pre^- 
able that New York will be variomly repre- 
sented at post time. 

Hildreth will probably have another try with 
the Rancocas Stable pair of Bracadale and 
Mad Play, that he sent to the post at Churchill 
Doi^ns. James Fitzsimmons may send on 
William Woodward's Aga Khan after the ex- 
cellent race he ran in the Suburban Handicap. 
Gifford A. Cochran's Revenue Agent will surely 
go to the post if he b ht and Alex Gordon 
may give H. C. Fisher’s Mr. Mutt another 
chance to redeem himself. 

It b possible that the Oak Ridge Stable will 
be represented by Apprehension and Laurano, 
winner of the Metropolitan Handicap, and Lee 
Rosenberg's Sun Pal has been going along in 
a manner to suggest that he may be shipped. 
And there are others that will undoubtedly 
make the trip to Latonia. 

There was some surprise at the announce- 
ment that Benjamin Block b to dispose of all 
his horses in training. But it must be re 
membered that it does not mean that the turf 
is to lose Mr. Block, whose Mor\ich a few 
years back gave hb colors such importance. 

Mr. Block has been in poor health for a 
considerable time and will tour abroad for a 
time. He has Morvich in the stud and it b 
a sure thing that his colors will be shown 
again and before so long. 

Earl Sande continues to be the best horse 
in the Rancocas Stable. Since his reinstate- 
ment after his ten -day suspension inflicted at 
Churchill Downs he has ridden five races up

Gallaher Bros, met with marked 
success, the horses carrying their silks earn- 
ing $21,135, E. B. Mcl.iean fared w'ell 
with $13.-569 to his credit, while Williams 
Bros, won seven races and $12,950. J. N. 
Camden received $11,964 and G. A- Cochran

Twenty Years Ago Today 

Chief Turf Events of June 4, 1904 

Racing at Gravesend, Harlem, Toronto, La- 
tonia. Union and Delmar Parks at St. Louis. 

He came through the streteh with the speed 
of a wild horse, leaving the others behind with 
an ease that created wonder. His margin at 
the end was four lengths. Trainer Johnny May- 
berry of the Ellison stable was kicked on the 
right leg and painfully injured by Judge Himes 
just before the horses left the paddock for the 
Harlem National Handicap. 

Bondage, the four -year-cld bro^*n son of 
Halm a and Miss Longford, carefully and splen- 
didly ridden by jockey J. McIntyre at the li^t 
weight of 96 pounds, ran a mile and three-six- 
teenths in 2:06% over a hea^*y track and won 
the Harlem National Handicap today, the fea- 
ture race of the Harlem Jockey Club’s spring 
meeting, thereby enriching James Arthur, his 
owTier and trainer, to the extent of $11,835, 
the net sum accruing to the winner. The sec- 
ond horse was Fonsoluca, the five-year-old 
chestnut gilding by Fonsa -Lucasta, owned by 
Joseph W. Pugh, chief of the department of 
|K)lice at Covington, Ky., trained by John Hall, 
formerly a member of the police force at Lex- 
ington, Ky., and ridden at 100 pounds by 
jockey Niccl, the good lightweight under con- 
tract to Fred Cook, the St. Louis bookmaker. 
The third horse was Gregor K., four-year-old 
bay gelding by Phoenix — Kola, owned by W. 
H. Hedges A Co., trained by W. M. Hedges and 
ridden at 101 pounds by McBriJ?, the California 
lightweight. Starter Dwyer didn’t keep them 
long at the post. At the end of two minutes 
he found them in good alignment and sprung 
the barrier. H. Callahan, the eastern boy on 
Lord Badge, was apparently not expecting the 
barrier to be released. The result was that 
Billy Oliver’s candidate, after coming out from 
New York especially for the race, was a non- 
contestant. Gregor K. dbowed the way to the 
three quarters post, where Phillipe Lugo dis- 
placed him and led until they had rounded the 
stretch turn, where McIntyre called on Bondage 
for the first time and the way the son of 
Halma responded caused the stands to break 
forth in cheers.

Don’t Blame the Jockey 



By W. B. GILPIN 



When a hot favorite suddenly collapses and | 
Is beaten, the jockey usually comes in for an | 
amount of vituperation. The public generally 
makes no excuses for him. but attributes the 
failure either to Incompetence, or in the ca.se 
of a good rider to crookedness. Seldom do | 
they place the blame w’here it rightly be- 
longs and blame the los.s of their money to 
the horse. Knowing the idiosyncrasies of the 
horse and the unexpected things which may 
at times flash through his brain or through 
his anatomy should make pcK)ple cautious 
about di.si^araging a rider or even asserting 
his not having used his utmost endeavor to 
win. 

I have been there myself, so I know’. On 
one occasion I w’as riding a horse called 
Mark. He belonged to George Ashenden, a 
brother of Fre<l Ashenden, w’ho for many 
years was noted as the best four-in-hand 
whip in New York and had charge of the 
American Horse Exchange at Fiftieth street 
and Broadway. 

It was at a little local meeting in the 
neighborhood of Birmingham-Henley, in Ar- 
den. The course was an impromptu af- 
fair. over the meadows, and finished up a 
very stc*c*p slope. Mark w*as a hot favorite, 
for he* had l>een winning quite a numl^er of 
these opc-n hunt steeplechases around the ' 
Midlands, but it was not generally knowm 
that his wind was affected. 

SURE HE WOULD WIN. 

He gave me a sweet ride, striding over his 
fences in grand style and apparently holding 
his field safe all the way. I felt cocksure I 
was going to win and the sensation of being 
a winner is pleasing no matter what the 
prize. Yes, I had things pretty nearly all 
my own way. I wa.s over the last fence well 
in the lead and half way up the hill at the 
fini.Kh when Mark all in a hurry collapsed. 

His infirmity had gone back on him. I 
could hear him grunt, feel his sides thumping 
against my legs and, do my utmost, I could 
scarcely raise a gallop out of him. He w’as 
thoroughly cooked and eventually staggered 
past the i>ost a poor second. 

Was it my fault? The crow'd evidently 
thought that it was. They hooted, they 
booed, some even threatened me with their 
sticks as I rode back to scale, amid cries of j 
“Thief ! Thief ! Blackleg I Damned robber I” 
A crowd of Birmingham roughs are not nice 
playfellows ; they play too rough. Birming- 
ham, cr as the lower classes call it, “Brum- , 
magem” — is the hotbed of British pugilism, 
being the center of the district known as the 
black country — the coal and iron district. We 
seldom have such playful crowds collected in 
this country. 

TAKES REFUGE IN TENT, 

I w’eighed in and slipped out quietly to 
Uie little canvas bell-tent set apart for a 
dressing room. I sat down on a bench and 
was ju.st about to change my riding things. 
My valet, Duke, was in the act of pulling 
off my l>oots w’hen he happened to glance 
through the flap of the tent. “My Gaw’d !“ 
said he, “here they come. Now we're in for 
it !’’ And he jumped for the tent flap and 
pulled it to. “Duck, sir! Duck your nut! 
For Gawd's sake get down or thej'll sure 
get yer !“ 

“I..et us get at *im ! Give it to Mm ! The 
thief, the thief! The robber! The burglar!'* 

I could hear their vindictive shouts as the 
Brummagem mob sw’armed about the little ! 
tent. As a rule they had always been my 
friends and admirers, as I was horn and bred 
only sixteen miles from their town, so they 
regarded me as a local product. 

Moreover, “Calf Heath,” the favorite local 
fighting locality, was close to my heme and 
W’hen the fighters were arrested they usually 
came up l>efore my father as the nearest 
local magistrate. He invariably let them off. 
so that they had a friendly feeling for me. 
But now’ the mob had lost their heads and did 
not care what they did. 

First thing we knew down came the tent, 
with the pole sma.«hed in the middle, burying 
Duke and myself in the ruins. “\NHiack ! 
Crack ! Thud !” The blows fell fast and 
furious whenever a bump show’ed, which in- 



dicated the presence of our bodies. Luckily 
for me the valet received the greater amount 
of the punishment, for I had thrown myself 
fiat on the ground and was protected in a 
measure by the broken pole and a big saddle 
hag. 

The onslaught only lasted some five min- 
utes. Then the mob, thinking they had vented 
their anger and wreaked vengeance suffi- 
cient, withdrew and turned their attention 
to betting on the next race. In half an 
hour’s time I had managed to collect my 
clothes under the tent and slipped away un- 
molested, scooting down the back of the hill 
i and making my getaway in a han.som. 
j So much for riding a hroken-winded horse! 

Another somewhat similar misfortune be- 
fell me the following year when riding in a 
! race at Leicester. On that occasion I was 
' riding a mare on which I had previou.«»ly w'on 
I some few times, Broomieknowe. She be- 
longed to Robert Haw’don, who afterw’ard 
sold his home at Cropwell Butler to our 
famous jockey, Danny Maher. It was at 
Cropwell Butler, I believe, that Danny died. 

Broomieknowe was a hot favorite, a charm- 
ing mare to ride, and the race was for 
• gentleman riders, tw’o miles on the flat. A 
furlong from home 1 thought I had the race 
w’on and took a pull on the mare, nursing 
her along and not wishing to win too far. 
Lord Petersham, the M. F". H. of the neigh- 
boring hunt, was my nearest opponent, hut 
he ’«vas mui‘h of an amateur, who rods but 
seldom, and maybe I held him a little too 
cheap. Anyw’ay. I lay alongside him until 
within a few strides of the post, when I 
{ shook my mare up and expected her to shoot 
out to the front an easy winner. 

MARE STOPS. 

To my astonishment and chagrin, the mare, 
instead of forging ahead as I had anticipated, 
began to curl up and stop. 1 pricked her with 
the spurs and hand-rode her for all I was 
worth. All to no purpt.se. Try as I would 
I could not improve my position. I pulled 
my whip. She dropped bacK and dropped 
I back from had to w«»rse and when we reached 
I the post I was beaten fully a .length and a 
j half. 

I Who can describe my feeling at such an 
1 untoward catastrophe? Yet, was I to blame? 
■ I cannot see it. I had done all in my power 
j to win and why it was that Broomieknowe 
I stopped in the way she did and failed to 
win 1 could not tell any more than a man in 
the moon. 

But the crow’d did not look at it in the 
same light that I did, or from the same 
point of view’. Again the Brummagem mob 
was in evidence, for Leicester Is within easy 
reach of Birmingham. I had no sooner dis- 
mounted and webbed in than the “Brum- 
magem Buttons'* attacked the weighing room 
in an endeavor to get at me. We had no 
Pinkerton force, but only a few’ odd police- 
men in those days to keep order on the race 
course, and these w*ere seldom on hand if 
there was anything doing. 

FRIENDS TO THE RESCUE. 

Fortunately for me I had .some few' trusty 
friends among the bookmaKers, old-time pu- 
gilists such as Tom King, Andrew Marsden 
and George Probert. They heard of the 
trouble starting ar.d promptly came to my 
rescue. They w’ere like Horatio guarding the 
bridge and held the door against all comers. 
But there was a merry battle for about ten 
minutes, almost resembling a battle royal. 

After a time my would-be as.sailants 
calmed down and I lost no time in dressing 
and wending my way into T.«icester, where 
I took the train for home. It was my sec- 
ond experience of the sort and I swear to 
goodness nothing liad been further from my 
thought or intentions than not to win. It 
just happened and that is all there w’as to it. 

It taught me a lesson at any rate — never 
to accuse a jockey of not trying hi.s best to 
win. Joc'keys are jealous to score a win 
every possible time. If a je>ckey is crooked 
he soon is found out and the Jockey Club 
attends to his case. Some jockeys of course 
are not so competent as othei's, but at least 
99 per cent of them are honest and tiy their 
best to win. Do not. therefore, always blame 
the jockey, hut let tlie horse carry his share.

MASTER ROBERTS CAREER 



Bepeatedly Bejected as Useless, 
Old Horse Earns Belated Fame. 

» 

Braized Pedal Bone Made His Training 
Blfficnlt— Was Once Sold for 
a Price of $2J0.

LONDON, England, April 15. — It was a re- 
markable achievement on the part of Aubrey 
Hastings even to bring Master Robert to the 
post for the Grand National. 

I..ast January the horse brui.scd his off 
fore pedal bone. The bruise was so serious 
that the bone became di.seasc*d and the horse 
has been lame ever since. He has prac- 
tically stood in poultices day and night. 

The great difficulty was to have him fit. 
His trainer watched his opportunity, work- 
ing him uphill and snatching a gallop any 
time the horse was sound enough to worlc. 
Then Master Robert had to go back for the 
skillful veterinary treatment of Frank Cun- 
dell. 

He was lame when he ran at Cheltenham 
and Wolverhampton. The risk, however, had 
to be taken because the races were es.sen- 
tial if he was to have any chance at Liver- 
pool. It is not difficult to imagine the trouble 
and anxiety of his trainer. 

Mr. Cundell went to Liverpool and attended 
the hoise up to tlie moment he went out 
for the Grand National. He pulled up lame 
and there is ever>' possibility it will be his 
last race. Since he won he has been kept 
in slings. 

SUPER 3IAN GOES W RONG. 

Super Man was considered the stable’s best 
candidate but he went ami^s after running 
brilliantly behind Eureka II. at Gatwick a 
month before Liverpool. 

It has been related that Master Robert 
was bred in Ireland by R. MacKinley. His 
breeder sent him into training as a five- 
year-old. He was in the charge of the l^te 
“Algy” Anthony, then training Troytown for 
the Grand National. 

Anthcny sent Master Robert home as iise- 
le.ss. He was turned out on his owner’s farm 
for a year or two. No buyer being forth- 
coming, Mr. MacKinley proceed to make 
Master Robert earn his living as a plough 
and general utility hor.se. It is even stated 
that the army authorities refused the horse 
I about this period. 

j A few months later Mr. MacKinley sold the 
I herse to his neighbor, Mr. Laverty, of Dun- 
gannon, for, it is stated, $250. Laverty passed 
him on to “Pat ” Rogers, though in the mean- 
time he had been taught to jump and run 
with the South Tyrone Harriers. By this time 
his price had increased to $1,250. 

As a result of his reputation in the hunt- 
ing field Master Robert was bought by H. 
Fordham, who lives at Royston. about twenty 
miles from Newmarket. The price was $2,500. 
When the horse arrived in England Mr. 
Fordham did not care for Master Robert, so 
tried his utmost to persuade Rogers to take 
him back. 

3IASTER ROBERT AS A HUNTER. 

Master Robert was hunted and then pro- 
ceeded to win several English point-to-point 
races which are organized by hunt commit- 
tees and confined to hunters. 

About two years ago Lord Airlie, a young 
Scottish nobleman, wanted a horse to win 
a little military steeplechase at the Perth 
Hunt meeting. Lord Airlie, by the way, was 
a member of I..ord Derby’s Knowsley house 
party for I.iverpool, where King George 
stayed for the meeting. Lord Airlie is about 
thirty years of age and succeeded to the 
title when quite young, as his father was 
killed in South Africa during the Boer war. 

In partnership with Major Sidney Green 
of the Tenth Hussars, a popular hunting 
man in I.ieicester shire. Master Robert was 
purchased for 1,100. He had run at Totnes 
in Devonshire for experience a fortnight be- 
fore he carried Lord Airlie to victory in 
the Scottish Military Steeplechase run over 
three miles at Perth on September 30, 1922. 
This was the first victory and second race 
of Master Robert. At Perth he carried 185 
pounds and finished alone. 

SENT TO HASTINGS. 

As he showed promise of developing into 
a good steeplechaser he was sent to Aubrey 
Hastings to be trained. I.^st year he won 
twice, the second of these successes being 
gained at Liverpool in November when he 
won the Valentine Steeplechase for Amateur 
Riders. Of ten starters he was one of three 
to finish the two and three-quarter miles 
course. He w'on by twenty lengths from 
The Bore (giving eight pounds), while Shaun 
Spadah fell. 

A fortnight ago he gave a good display 
in a three-mile military steeplechase over 
the difiicult course at Cheltenham. Ten days 
before the Grand National he made a fine 
impression at Wolverhampton when he was 
br.iaten half a length in the Shrewsbur>' 
steeplechase. Had his foot trouble been gen- 
erally known there is no question that Master 
Robert would have been a leading choice for 
the IJverpool honors. Backers would have 
risked his non-starting. He was fairly freely 
“tipped” as an “outsider” worth attention. 

Such is the extraordinary history of the 
latest winner of the Grand National, a sport- 
ing event which is more full of thrills and 
romance than any other of our races, not 
even excepting the Derby.

OTTAWA, Ont., June 3. — One of the most

A Tainted Two Thousand 



RACELAND DERBY FIELD

It is certainly getting monotonous — this 
eternal resurgence of the “American stain** 
in pur sang circles. Every season it appears 
to grow worse and worse. I.ast year was a 
terrible one in respect of its ravages. Ver- 
dict, Mumtaz Mahal. Rose Prince, and the 
rest in England ; Epinard in both England 
and France; Carnation. Clavieres, Mirebeau, 
Roi Pausole, et al, in France ; Cima de Cone- 
gliano, Giovanna Dupre, et al, in Italy ; Bitalli! 
in Australia — everywhere the offenders, un-: 
mindful of their iniquity, kept “doing it, doing 
it. doing it.'* That is to say, kept winning 
classic and near-classic races over the best 
products of pur sang. 

And now, with the “first crack out of the 
box’* in the English classics of 1924, like the 
tell-tale trace on Lady Macbeth’s high-bred 
hand, the murder outs! The Two Thousand 
winner, Diophon, which defeats in game style, 
nineteen of the best and most purely bred 
three-year-olds that Great Britain can muster, 
is a son of Grand Parade, he a son of Orby and 
he a son of the much-ly stained American 
mare Rhoda B., by Hanover, whose ancestral 
quarterings are blemished by bends-sinister 
sufficient to cause any blazoner of the equine 
heralds* college a la Weatherby to cry aloud 
for angels and ministers of grace to defend 
the palladium of the breed ! 

TWO BEST JUVENILES. 

There was no doubt that the two best two- 
year-olds in England last season were Mum- 
taz Mahal and Diophon, both owned by the 
Aga Khan and both American-stained. When 
the filly was so unexpectedly beaten the last 
time out by Arcade, while it was doubtful 
if the result was a true bill, it encouraged 
the belief among those with the “will to 
believe" that she would not train on and 
her chances for the three-year-old classics 
could be discounted. But this still left Dio- 
phon to be considered. His certificate was 
also disfigured by a defeat — in the Hopeful 
Stakes by Woodend, to which he was giving 
fuorteen pounds and Avhich beat him by a 
short head. 

Again the American stain ; but the manner 
of his defeat left it impossible for any pon- 
derable critic to count him out of it for 1924. 
The returns from his first outing indicat 2 
that he possesses true classic form. But, 
of course, they do not guarantee that he will 
win the Derby. All too many Two Tlioii.sand 
winners have failed in that endeavo* more 
than one colt whose name will live in hi.s- 
tory. *rhe game finish that Diophon made 
in the Two Thousand will, however, color the 
assumption that he is as able to go that addi- 



tional half mile as anything that he will have 
to meet at Epsom. 

Whenever any of the descendants of Orby 
does something brilliant — something that they 
appear to have acquired the habit of — my 
mind always goes bac)c to the Derby that 
he won, that of 1907, at odds of 100 to 9. 
Never in the history of the “blue ribbon of 
the turr* was its outcome received with such 
freezing disapproval and bitterness of con- 
tempt. For once Admiral Rous* famous dic- 
tum that* “All men are equal, on the turf and 
under it," .went for naught 

Royalty was present, and from times im- 
memorial it had been the established custom 
for royalty to shake the hand of the winner’s 
owner and felicitate him on his triumph — 
the all-supreme one that the world of sport 
can offer. But royalty simply turned its 
back upon this particular owner and re- 
fused even to recogrnizo his existence. The 
whilom boss of Tammany Hall “led back" 
his colt in stony silence through a crowd of 
lowering faces which looked upon his victory 
as one of these flagrant event which can only 
be stoically endured upon their occurrence 
and thereafter lived down as quickly and as 
completely as possible. 

SNEERED AT ORBY. 

Time's revenges, however, have a fashion 
of disregarding human arrangements. The 
prophets and the pundits who self-electedly 
measure out greatness at Newmarket, pro- 
claimed that the victory of Orby “meant 
nothing." A recent removal has buried my 
scrap-books full fathom five, or I could regrale 
the reader of these comments with a choice 
bouquet of sneers and condemnations of the 
son of Rhoda B. And today his blood is one 
of the most sought-after strains in Great 
Britain, and season after season its roster 
of classic winners grows and grows! Last 
season alone no less than eight of its repre- 
sentatives won important stake events in 
England and Ireland. If Diophon is up to 
winning the Derby he will complete a chain 
of sire (Orby. 1907), son (Grand Parade, 
1919), and grandson that have accomplished 
that feat. 

Mr. Coussell will, I presume, duly present 
the salient features of the race for the Two 
Thousand, with the pertinent facts about the 
winner and his ancestry, and I w'ill not in 
any way attempt to forestall him, except to 
say that Diophon is one of the first crop of 
the produce of Grand Parade, whose success 
as a sire has been immediate. It is another 
indication that the Bend Or line is keeping 
right on and is due for another season of pre- 
eminence.

Maclean took a turn at chasing Abu Ben 
Ahdem, leaving the back stretch, but Plough ! 
Boy was still close at hand and Fator had ! 
made up scant ground with Eaglet. Fator 
had the Rancocas Stable colt next to the 
inside rail and not until going to the stretch 
turn did he begin to run in earnest. As he 
did he quickly moved into a contending posi- 
tion. Then it w'as that Maclean headed Abu 
Ben Ahdem. But Plough Boy was going 
strongly on the outside. A\’hen too late, Fator 
awoke on Eaglet and as he did he was 
blocked by both the tiring Abu Ben Ahdem 
and Maclean. It cost him the race, for 
Plough Boy suffered no such handicap with 
his clear sailing on the outside. It was just 
one of Fator’s bad rides, for Eaglet was 
plainly best. 

It was a rattling finish that came out of 
the five-eighths dash for two-year-old fillies 
that was the first offering, and W. R. Coe’s 
Dugout nosed out G. W. Loft’s Hat Just 
a length further back W. 'V. Casey’s Gipsy 
Flyer got up to nose out Mrs. F. Ambrose 
Clark’s Sweet Ann for the short end of the 
purse. 

It was Sweet Ann that cut out most of the 
pace, but before the stand was reached she 
was caught by both Dugout and Hat The 
latter had a shade on the Coe filly at the 
clubhouse enclosure and looked all over the 
the winner, but Callahan rode Dugout furi- ' 
ously and turned defeat into a victory in 
the last stride. 

A large field of platers ridden by maiden 
jockeys faced the starter in the fifth race 
and the winner turned up in Aladdin, from 
the W. A- Rosen stable, in a handy manner 
from A. M. Mcunce’s Lily M., while G. C. 
Winfrey’s Insulate was third. The winner 
was ridden by G. Hudgins and, beginning 
forwardly, dominated the running throughout 
to draw clear in the final eighth. Lily M. 
and Insulate put up a desperate battle for 
second place, with the former barely lasting 
to take the position. 

The Marrone Stable supplied the winner of 
the closing race in Joe Marrone III., which 
barely lasted to stall off the fast closing Sen- 
nacherib. from the K. E. Hitt stable, while 
Lee Rosenberg’s Highbinder was third. The 
winner was ridden by R. Carter and domi- 
nated the running throughout. He raced 
true, W’hich was the deciding advantage at 
the end over Sennacherib, which crossed over 
from the inside to the extreme outside.
